TOKYO, Monday.—The Japanese 
News Agency quotes despatches from 
Saigon, that the entire Java forces 
abandoned resistance at 10 o’clock this 
morning, in acceptance of the Japanese 
demand for unconditional surrender, 
turning over control of the island to 
the Japanese forces. The cessation of 
hostilities was ordered by the 
Governor-General, Mr, Tjarda van 
Starenborgh Stachouwer, whereupon 
the Netherlands East Indies Forces 
immediately ceased fighting. The 
surrender came as a climax to the 
Japanese campaign, which began with 
the landing on March 1st. The Com- 
mander of the Japanese Forces met 
Governor-General Stachouwer yester- 
day afternoon at 3 o’clock at Kalidjati, 
when the Governor-General promised 
to order the cessation of hostilities 
to-day at 10 o’clock. It was reported 
at first that Stachouwer consented to 
surrender only the Dutch forces in the 
Bandoeng sector, but later agreed to 
a general surrender.—(Reuter. ) 


FIGHT TO THE LAST 


The Netherlands Government In- 
formation Bureau in London states: 
“The actual military position in the 
island is unknown. Military com- 
manders, including those who have to 
operate singly, have been instructed to 
fight on tall the last.

AIR RAID ON ESSEN 
EIGHT BOMBERS LOST 


Ruhr in force on Sunday night, the 
raid being on much the same scale as 
that on the Renault works last Tues- 
dav. 
An Air Ministry communigué stated : 
“Royal Air Force bombers heavily 
attacked Essen and other objectives in 
the industrial district of the Ruhr. 
Enemy airfields in Holland and the 
docks at Ostend and Le Havre were 
also bombed. Fighter aircraft attacked 
enemy airfields in Holland and 
Northern France. Eight of our 
bombers are missing. 
Sunday’s daylight bombing opera- 
tions over France were carried out by 
American-built Douglas Bostons, which 
now are coming into service with the 
Bomber Command. 
The Matford works at Poissy, near 
Paris, form a compact, comparatively 
isolated target, and it is understood 
that photographs taken during the raid 
have shown the success of it. Hitherto 
Blenheims have been used for this type 
of work, but the Bostons have a con- 
siderable advantage both in speed and 
bomb load. 
In Sunday night’s attacks on Essen 
and the Ruhr a very heavy load of 
bombs was dropped in the heart of 
Germany’s greatest industrial concen- 
tration, says the Air Ministry News 
Service. The first crews to return 
described’ how effectively fires were 
started, and towards the end of the 
attack many crews saw really large 
fires, which appeared to be spreading. 
The crew of one Wellington counted 
fires, all of which were big, as well as 
many others. Big bombs burst in and 
among the fires with shattering effect. 
— (Press Association.) 
VICHY, Monday.—There were no 
victims in yesterday’s Royal Air Force 
raid on Poissy, near Paris, says the 
Vichy News Agency.

TIMOSHENKO PUSHING 
ON NEAR KHARKOV 


OSCOW, Monday.—All 

the Russian front the Soviet 
Commanders are pursuing their 
objective of making the Germans 
fight major engagements, and at the 
same time forcing them to draw 
more and more on the reserves 
which were to have been held back 
for the spring.

Kharkov line in the Donetz Basin and 
on the Crimea. 
Rzhev, already encircled, and its 
vital rail link with Vyazma cut by the 
reported Russian occupation of 
Sichevka, midway between the two 
towns, faces new perils with nine more 
strategic places nearby falling to the 
tightening Red Army grip. 
Around Orel, Kharkov and the east- 


ward loop of the Dnieper River, 
Marshal Timoshenko is maintaining 
tremendous pressure and. flinging 


strong armoured units against the 
stubbornly held German defences. Near 
Orel, says a Moscow despatch to Stock- 
holm, four inhabited localities have 
been retaken, and a Soviet radio report 
says that between Kursk and Kharkov 
the Red Army is. breaking tenacious re- 
sistancé and - continuing. its 
advance. The Germans have 
heavy losses in man-power and equip- 
ment, and have been forced from a 
number of places.

The Jrish Times learns that the 
Government agp ys gra changing the 
system under which tea rationing at 
present is conducted, with the object 
of meeting complaints that some 
traders are not able to fill the ration 
for the full month. It appears that, 
while some traders have a greater 
quantity of tea than customers, others 
are in the position where they cannot 
meet their customers fully out of the 
regular supply. It is believed that in 
some places complaints arise because uf 
the inclination by traders to save tea 
at the expense of the ration in order 
to be able to sell freely at a higher 
price 
The Government’s difficulty about 
changing the system, even under 4 
eneral rationing scheme—preparations 
or which are in full swing—is that 
full contrel of the supply is essential. 
On the other hand, supplies of coffee 
in the country are fairly good, and are 
being imported in satisfactory quantity. 
Coffee and coffee substitutes will be 
available in sufficient quantity, particu- 
larly gig regard to the easing yes- 
terday of the restrictions on the malt- 
ing of barley for home consumption. 
It is the Government’s intention to 
ba facilities for manufacture to 

ona fide producers of coffee sub- 
stitutes. Supplies of cocoa are, for the 
time being, almost. liberal. 
In the matter of supplies of rationed 
goods and commodities which are 
scarce, the feeling in political circles 
ig that the time has come. when lenient 
treatment in the courts for offenders 
against the emergency regulations must 
end, and that really stiff penalties must 
be im from now on where it is 
proved that individuals have sought to 
take a mean advantage of a much- 
harassed public. The fines already im- 
posed are regarded as completely 
inadequate.

AUSTRALIA PREPARES 


The Times in a leading article to- 
day says:—No doubt is felt in Can- 
berra, or in Sydney or Melbourne, that 
the Japanese landings in New Guinea 
are the opening move in the battle for 
Australia. From the moment that 
Japan entered the war Australians have 
been convinced that the Commonwealth 
was among the early objectives of the 
Tokyo programme. They were not 
impressed—on the contrary, they were 
irritated and alarmed—by the opinion 
expressed in London and Washington 
that the Japanese would not venture to 
stretch their lines of communication 
over the immense distances separating 
their home bases from the island conti- 
nent. Events have shown that they 
were wise in building no hopes of 
immunity upon a lack of audacity in 
the Japanese plans. Their anxieties 
became acute when Singapore fell after 
such ynexpectedly brief resistance. They 
redoubled their efforts to strengthen 
their defences, and appealed with all 
the emphasis at their command to the 
British and American Governments to 
send reinforcements-before it should be 
too late. For the moment they looked 
more to Washington than to London, as 
geography and the heavy commitments 
of Great Britain required. 


SCHOOL MEALS. 
VIEWS OF LABOUR COUNCIL 


While no official decisions have yet 
been taken in regard to school meals, 
the /rish Times understands that there 
is @ movement to amend the present 
system. The School Meals Committee 
will meet on Friday next. 

The Administrative Council of the 
Labour Party, discussing the problem 
at a meeting yesterday, expressed the 
view that a hot meal provided in the 
schools, not merely for necessitous 
children, but for all those who desired 
to obtain it, would be a better course 
than the new arrangement by which 
the school day is divided into two 
sessions, with a break of an hour and 
a half for dinner. While this latter 
arrangement would facilitate some 
children, it was not likely to benefit 
the many who during the cold weather 
were badly clad and ill-equipped with 
footwear, and would have to make the 
double journey without even the cer- 
tainty that their parents could provide 
a proper meal. 


Although no further curtailments are 
imminent, ofhcials of the Dublin Gas 
Company ate not satisfied that sufficient 
gas is being saved, and they are experi- 
encing some difficulty in. adding to 
their gas stocks. “We are now getting 
a concentrated demand as soon as the 
power is turned on; people do not seem 


to be making any great efforts to 
economise,’’ an Jrish. Times reporter 
was told.

Tyres 


Even with the strictest control and 
economy, the supphies of rubber avail- 
able for this purpose will be exhausted 
by the end of the present year, and 
there is no prospect whatever of fresh 
supplies until the war has ended. 

Sb bleak is the outlook for transport 
generally in this country that the 
problem now receiving attention is the 
rationing of road transport and the 
diversion of some of the existing ser- 
vices to the railways. Even in ‘ue 
case of heavy transport, new tyres will 
be issued under permit only in the last 
resort, and, as far as is possible, ‘the 
re-treading process will be utilised 
instead of the issue of fresh covers. 
Permission for re-treading will be 
given to certain classes of motorists, 
such as doctors, whose work demands 
a measure of mobility. 


» STANDSTILL ORDER 


For several months past the pro- 
duction of certain rubber goods, in- 
cluding tyres, boots, tennis and golf 
balls, hin been the subject of a Stand- 
still Order, and.the cumulative effect 
of the petrol shortage and the Stand- 
still Order has brought about a marked 
decrease in the number of private cars 
on the road in this country already. 
Apart from the neevs of transport, it 
is understood that some supplies will 
be available for the manufacture of 
industrial rubber boots. 

Efforts made to reclaim salvaged and 
old rubber have had some success, but 
the amount thus available is so small 
as to make no appreciable difference to 
the transport situation, and private 
motoring is facing what appears to be 
a very limited existence. 

The rationing of road transport 
probably will be undertaken on the 
dual basis of a reduction in the number 
of existing passenger and goods ser- 
vices and the curtailment of the number 
of vehicles plying on the routes which 
will be maintained, the object being to 
divert traffic to the present skeleton 
tail service, which hag been maintained 
only with Government assistance by 
way of coal supplies With the aid of 
a greater production of anthracite, now 
that Slieveardagh is ready for working, 
the Government hopes to keep the pre- 
sent services going on the railways. 
The great difficulty being encountered 
in the production of coal in this county 
is the lack of skilled labour. 
Meanwhile, all the rubber formerly 
used in the manufacture of goods like 
Wellingtons, golf and Jawn tennis balls, 
etc., will be devoted to the production 
of industrial boots. : 
It is interesting to note that in 
America, the home of motor produc- 
tion, even more drastic steps already 
have been taken following on the 
shortage of rubber. Tyre production, 
except for war purposes, is entirely 
suspended, and motor traffic is obliged 
to carry on as long as possible with 
existing tyres / 


No F wrther Provision For 
Private Cars 


| 'HE Irish Times learns that an Order shortly will be made by the 
Government controlling the sales of rubber tyres. for motor cars. 
Under the new Order motor tyres will be purchasable by special permit 
only, and no provision will be made in future for private cars. 
Tyre manufacture will be restricted to the production of heavy covers 
for essential transport. A very limited quantity of bicycle tyres will be 
available, but it is not contemplated controlling the sales by permit.

Twine 


Harvest difficulties this year may 
not be confined to a shortage of sacks. 
About a thousand tons of binder twine, 
which it was hoped to procure for the 
Fall, will not be available, and con- 
sequently, the /rish Times understands, 
the country will be some twenty-five 
per cent. short of its requirements. 
There is little prospect of maxing good 
the margin between now and the har- 
vest, but fortunately the estimate is 
based on a considerably increased 
tillage. 

While the Government will endea- 
vour by various devices to make good 
some of the unprovided margin, and 
experiments are being tried in this 
direction already, it is felt that 
farmers could wisely éxercise economy 
in the use of- quantities of binder 
twine which they possess, even to the 
extent of making it go farther by 
dividing the strands, 

Tobacco 

When the ration books at present 
being prepared for distribution in this 
country reach householders they will 
find that one commodity which will not 
be included -is tobacco. 

Cigarettes will not be rationed, the 
present difficulties in acquiring them 
notwithstanding. While eighty per 
cent. of the normal supplies are being 
maintained, it is learned that some 
manufacturers have exhausted all their 
stocks already, while others have suffi- 
cient tobacco to continue producing for 
a long time. Consequently, the deli- 
very of supplies is not uniform, and 
difficulties are experienced in different 
parts of the country at different times. 

-The Government, it is understood, 


are making efforts to get delivery of a 
fresh stock of tobacco. 


THE LEASED BASES 


WASHINGTON, Monday.—President 
Roosevelt denied reports that the 
United States Government was con- 
sidering asking Britain for indefinite 
prolongation of the 99-year lease 
granted to America for bases in British 
colonies in the Western Hemisphere. 
The United States Government, he 
said, had no intention of requesting 
any modification of the agreements 
reached, and did not seek sovereignty 
over the islands and colonies where 
the bases were located. 

This statement was made simul- 
taneously with the announcement of 
the formation of an Anglo-American 
Caribbean Commission to deal with 
the economy and social welfare of the

They have acted 
more boldly during the three months 
since their first dramatic raid upon 
Hawaii than anybody could have 
dared to expect, and, so far, their 
daring has been crowned with 
success beyond any expectations. 

The odds are, of course, that the 
Japanese will strike southwards and 
westwards simultaneously. Such 
behaviour would be fully consonant 
with their strategy so far, and there 
is no evident reason why they should 
modify it. It is possible that 
immense reinforcements have arrived 
in the neighbourhood of Australia 
either from the United States or 
from Great Britain, but the news 
has given no ground for any such 
belief ; and The Times, which cannot 
be described as an “ alarmist * 
paper by any mianner of means, 
appears to have no doubt concerning 
the inevitability of an invasion of 
Australia in the immediate future. 
Once again th» democratic Allies 
have been caught on the wrong foot, 
to quote a popular phrase; once 
again, to quote another, they have 
sent a boy on a mari’s errand. It is 
not their fault, except to the extent 
that the entire war caught them 
unprepared at the beginning; - it 
certainly is their fault inasmuch as, 
while statesman after statesman in 
England, the United States, and 
Australia, prated about the menace 
of Japan, nobody seems to have 
taken 1t seriously enough to adopt 
any practical measures of resistance 
in the Western Pacific. Australia 
still may be held against Japan; 
but she will be held, if so, not as the 
result of any foresight or strategical 
brilliance on the part of the 
Allied commanders, but in conse- 
quence of the difficulties presented 
by the country itself—which has the 
good fortune to present its unpopu- 
lated, barren side to the north, while 
its populous areas are distant from 
the possibility of a Japanese thrust 
by thousands of miles. Even thus, 
Australia anticipates the worst. At 
the best, she must look forward to a 
severe crippling of her communica- 
tions with . either of her hoie 
countries, Great Britain or America; 
and a similar fear pervades India. 
A direct assault upon India would 
be a formidable task, but the capture 
of Rangoon, added to that of Singa- 
pore, puts the Japanese in a useful 
position to assist their “Axis” 
allies. Already they have preyed 
upon shipping in the Indian Ocean ; 
a time is bound to come—and to 
come very soon—when the activities 
of their submarines will be extended 
to the Arabian Sea and to Great 
Britain’s lines of communication, 
which have become vital as an 
alternative to the Mediterranean, 
along the east coast of Africa.

The Cinema Trade 


Four of the biggest personalities 
in the British film industry recently 
were in Dublin. These gentlemen 
discussed the parlous state of the 
cinema business in this country. 
The outlook, at the, present moment, 
is bleak; Ireland, it seems, is due 
for a film famine unless something 
can be done to avert it. The cinema 
trade can be saved if Ireland 
receives sufficient supplies of two 
commodities: carbons to provide the 
source of illumination, and films to 
provide the entertainment. At 
present there is no certainty that 
supplies of either of these com- 
modities will be forthcoming. 
Formerly carbons were imported, for 
the most part, from Germany and 
Austria; since the war Great 
Britain has been using American 


manufactured in Great Britain in 
reasonably large quantities, and 
it is possible that some of the 
British carbons will be made avail- 
able for Ireland. To manufacture 
carbons in Ireland would require 
the purchase of a large amount of 
expensive machinery and equipment, 
but thoir Anes Air dial be Sacair 
reason why England should not part 
with some of her surplus supplies ;

It is easy to under- 
stand that the number of pencils 
used by the various Government 
departments must be enormous; in 
an office where one is provided with 
a large sélection of good quality 
cedar-wood pencils, and a mechanical 
contrivance which provides hours of 
amusement without having any 
appreciable effect upon the pencils, 
and when one is allowed a lot of 
time to do a little work, the 
sharpening of pencils must prove a 
very acceptable pastime. Even in 
ordinary offices, where there is much 
work to be done, and where broken 
razor-blades or blunt penknives have 
to take the place of the “ sharpen- 
ing machines’’ used by the more 
fortunate members of the com- 
munity, few people can resist the 
temptation to spend at any rate a 
small portion of the day engaged in 
chopping away large quantities of 
cedar-wood. Nevertheless, it does 
seam to be rather a small sort of 
economy; one cannot help feeling 
that there is something ludicrous 
about such a regulation from an 
organisation so big as the British 
Civil Service, and one fears that it 
might be followed by another regula- 
tion ordaining that pencils must be 
used, if at all, only for work of 
national importance, and another to 
the effect that all forms of 
‘* doodling *’ on the blotting-pad are 
banned until after the war. The 
authorities might even go a step 
further and suggest that in future 
pencils no longer should be worn, as 
of yore, behind the ear, as they are 
thus in much greater danger of 
falling on to the ground. Rather 
than let matters come to such a 


pass, the Civil ‘Service © probably 
would adapt Marie Antoinette’s 
tactics, and, in the absence of 


pencils, use ink.

“é Nichevo ” writes :— 

I would like to pay a little tribute to 
the memory of an Nikiivedenad whose 
death occurred a few days ago, but, in 
the nature of things, has been occluded 
by the more exciting events of the 
world war. 

Mary MacSwiney was a remarkable 
woman. The pity of it is that she ever 
went into politics; for in the hurly- 
burly of that political struggle in which 
her name featured so prominently 
twenty years ago she gained a reputa 
tion for relentlessness and rancour 
which she never really deserved. 

Of course. she asked for it. Nearly 
all women do when they step down it-to 
the political arena. But even those 
who attacked her, and were attacked 
by her most fiercely, recognised in 


Mary MacSwiney a woman of unusual 
attainments and of i exceptional 
character. : 


The ‘* Non-stop’’ Speech 


Her speech during the Dail debate 
against the Treaty broke all records, 
even of that long-winded assembly, for 
sheer non-stop verbosity, and it was 
largely as a result of that remarkable, 
but entirely futile, four de force that 
she earned for herself such a name for 
political bitterness. 

It was my old friend, J. M. N. Jeffries, 
in a despatch to the Daily Mail, vho 
described Miss MacSwiney as “ merci- 
less Minnie,”’ and nobody laughed more 
heartily at the soubriquet than the lady 
herself. Strangely enough, she had a 
keen sense of humour, although her 
brother’s tragic death, undoubtedly, 
embittered her, and, in common with 
most of her sex, she had little capacity 
for compromise. 

As an educationalist, she had few 
betters in these islands. Her school 
in Cork was a model of what a girls 
school ought to be, and however much 
many of her past pupils may have 
differed from her politically, any of 
them that I ever met spoke of her not 
only with respect, but with affection.
